United States today turned expectantly toward, Berlin where Ambassa- 
dor Gerard had been instructed^ present to the German, foreign office 
a note calling the attention of the imperial government to the "unlawful 
and inhuman destruction of the Lusitania and other violations of Ameri- 
can rights on the high seas." 


Germany is asked in the note to disavgw the acts of her submarine 


commanders in the torpedoing without warning of the Lusitania, a-Brit- 
ish ship with a loss of more than 100 American lives and the American 
steamer Gulf light as a result of which two or more "American citizens 
met their death. 


Reparation uso far as reparation is possible" is asked and the United 


States declares it "confidently expects that the'imperial German govern 
merit will take immediate steps to prevent the recurrence of such acts and 
practices." 


No time is specified for a reply but the communication- says the 


government and people of the United States look to the imperial German 
government for just, prompt and enlightened action in this vital matter 


The

United States in the event of a non- 
compliance with its requests and ex- 
peciations is not staled but high offi- 
cials pointed out that the conclusion of 
the note was Intended to impress upon 
Germany that there should be no mis- 
apprehension In Berlin of the firm pur- 
pose of the-United States to safeguard 
its rights by any means necessary.

INTERNATIONAL 
LAW 


One of the most fruitful sources of diplomatic contention during the 


present war has been the conflicting interpretations of the demands of 
international law as seen by Germany, by the allies, and by neutral 
nations for which this country has usually stood. 
In most instances, 


Germany has stood absolutely alone in its application of what it calls 
international law, but yi other matters, our government has taken issue 
with England. 
On no incident of the war has the difference of opinion 


been greater than regarding the sinking of the Lusitania, though in this 
the opinion of almost the entire neutral world is opposed to the Gor- 
man attitude. 


To.arrive at the basic principles from which the belligerents argue, 


it is necessary to remember 
lhal international law is founded on 


precedent and the usages of notions in past wars. That Germany has 
departed from such law is apparent, but Germany declares that new 
modes of warfare justify new departures, even to the point of entirely 
disregarding past requirements. For a while, the dispute on some points 
did not become acute, but in his note on the LusiUnia incident, President 
Wilson strongly argues that the novelty of a mode of warfare does not 
recessarily make it lawful. 


In the concrete, Germany has striven to justify her submarine attacks 


on shipping, and her sending of the ship and cargo to the bottom on the 
ground of military necessity. 
Heretofore it has always been the law of 


nations that a ship attacked by the enemy on the high seas must he 
searched, and its crew given a chance to escape, if extreme necessity 


. should demand its being sunk. 
Without such extreme necessity, inter- 


national law has demanded that the ship be taken in hand by the enemy 
and conveyed info the nearest port controlled by the victor. 


At the present time it is apparently impossible for Germany to cap- 


ture most of the ships attacked by her submarines. 
That is her disad- 


vantage. 
According to international law, she might in certain cases be 


justified in sinking the ships but in no case without giving the crew and 
passengers an opportunity to escape. 
In some instances, Germany has 


complied with the requirements of the law, but of late infractions have 
been very numerous. Apparently Germany has decided that its will was 
more important ilmn international law, but it did not succeed in so con- 
vincing the rest of the world. 


. In the sinking of the Lusitania, all the deman'cls of international law 


were basely flouted. 
Even admitting that the ship carried contraband 


-i cargo, the passengers should have been warned directly before the fatal 


torpedo was released. 
Hud the captain disregarded the warning and 


tried to escape, there^'would have been justification for the ultimate attack, 
but now there is absolutely none—from the standpoint of international 
law. 
In all probability the officials of the Cimard company would have 


seen the futility of striving to escape the. submarine and would have 
abandoned the Lusitania to her fate, affording the passengers and crew 
an .opportunity- to escape. 
Neutrals sailing on passenger or merchant 


.'ships have always had rights that were recognized by belligerents, and 


President Wilson's note merely emphasizes these rights. 


Generally speaking, international law in time of wart like all law. 


merely follows the deeper demands of humanity.

THE PRESIDENT'S MESSAGE TO GERMANY 


Department of State. Washington, May 13, 1915. 


The Secretary of State to the American Ambassador 
at Berlin: 


Please call on the minister of foreign affairs and 


after reading to him this communication leave with 
him :a copy. 


In view of the recent acts of the German authori- 


ties in violation of American- rights on the high seas 
which culminated In the torpedoing and sinking of 
the lirltlsh steamship Luslianla on May 7. 1915, by 
which over 100 American citizens lost their lives, It 
is clearly wise and desirable that Lhe government of 
Ihe United States and the Imperial German govern- 
ment should come to a clear and full understanding 
as to the grave situation which has resulted.. 


LIST Of 
GRIEVANCES 


The sinking of the British passenger steamer Fal- 


aba by a Herman submarine or. March 2S, through 
which Leon C. Thresher, an American citizen, was 
drowned; 
the attack on April 28 on the. American 


vessel Cushing by a German'aeroplane; the torpedo- 
Ing on May 1 of the American vessel Gulflight by a 
German submarine, as a result of which two or more 
American citizens met their death, and. finally, the 
torpedoing and sinking of tiie steamship l-nsitania, 
constitute a series of events which the government of 
the L 
Tnitcd States has observed with growing concern, 


distress and amazement. 


Recalling the humane 
and 
enlightened attitude 


hitherto assumed by the imperial German govern- 
ment In matters of international right, and particu- 
larly with regard to the freedom of the seas; having 
learned to recognize the German views and the Ger- 
man influence in the field of international obligation 
as always engaged upon the side of justice and hu- 
manity, and having understood the instructions of 
the Imperial German government to Its naval com- 
manders to be upon the same plane of humane action 
prescribed by the naval .codes of other nations, the 
government of the United States was loath to believe 
—it can. .not now bring itself to believe—-that these 
acts, so absolutely contrary to the rules, the practices, 
and the spirit of modern warfare, could have 
the 


countenance of sanction of that great government. H 
feels it to be its duty, therefore, to address the Im- 
perial German government concerning them with the 
utmost frankness and In the earnest hope that it is 
not mistaken in expecting action on the part of the* 
Imp'erial German government which will correct th'o 
unfortunate impressions which have been created and 
vindicate once more the position of that government 
with regard to the sacred freedom of the seas.' 


"STRICT ACCOUNTABILITY" 


The government of the United States has been ap- 


prised that the Imperial German government conStd- 
crod themselves to he obliged by the extraordinary' 
circumstances of the present war and the measures 
adopted by their adversaries In seeking to cut off 
Germany from all commerce, to adopt methods of re- 
taliation which go much beyond the ordinary methods 
of warfare at sea, in the proclamation of a war zone 
from which they have warned neutral ships to keep 
away. This government has already taken occasion 
to inform, the Imperial German government that It 
cannot admit the adoption of such measures or such 
a warning of danger to operate as In any degree an 
abbreviation of the rights of American ship-masters 
or of American citizens bound on lawful errands as 
passengers on merchant ships of belligerent nation- 
ality; and that it must hold the Imperial German 
government to a strict accountability for any in- 
fringement of those rights, intentional or incidental. 
It (loes not understand the Imperial German govern- 
ment to question those rights. 
It assumes, on the 


contrary, that the imperial government accept, as of 
course, the rule that the lives of 
non-combatants, 


whether they be of neutral citizenship or citizens of 
one of the nations at war, can not lawfully or right- 
fully be put in jeopardy by the capture or destruction 
of an unarmed merchantman, and recognize also, as 
all other nations do, the obligation to take the usual 
precaution of visit and search to ascertain whether 
a suspected merchantman is in fact of belligerent 
nationality or is in fact carrying contraband of war 
under a neutral flag. 


SUBMARINE WARFARE IMPOSSIBLE 


The government of the United States, therefore, de- 


sires to call the attention of the Imperial German 
government with the utmost earnestness to the'fact 
lhat the objection trf their present method of attack 
against the trade of their enemies lies in the practical 
impossibility of employing submarines in the destruc- 
tion of commerce without disregarding those rules of 
fairness, reason, justice and humanity, which all 
modern opinion regards as Imperative. It is practi- 
cally impossible for the officers o£ a submarine to 


visit a merchantman at sea and examine her papers 
ami cargo. It Is practically impossible for them to 
make a. prize of her; andj, If they cannot put a prize 
crew on board of her they cannot sink her without 
leaving her crew and all on board of 
her to the 


mercy of the sea in her small boats. These facts, It 
is understood, the 
Imperial German 
government 


frankly admit. We are Informed that in the 
in- 


stances of which we have spoken time enough for 
even that poor measure of safety was not Riven, and 
in at least two of the cases cited not so much as a 
tyarning was received.. Manifestly submarines cannot 
be used against merchantmen as the last few weeks 
have shown, without an inevitable violation of many 
sacred principles of justice and humanity. 


AMERICAN'S WITHIN' 
RIGHTS 


American citizens act within their 
indisputable 


rights In taking their ships and in traveling wherever 
their legitimate business calls them upon the high 
seas, and exercise those rights in what should be the 
well-justified confidence that their lives will not be 
endangered by acts.done,in clear violation of univer- 
sally acknowledged international obligations, ami cer- 
tainly in the confidence that their own government 
will sustain them in the exercise of their rights. 


There was recently published in the newspapers 


of th'i United States, I regret to Inform the Imperial 
German 'government, a formal warning, purporting to 
come from the Imperial German embassy at Wash- 
ington addresser} to the people of the United States 
and stating, in effect, that any citizen of the United 
States who exercised his right 'of free travel upon the • 
seas would do so at his peril If his journey should 
take him within the zone of waters within' which 
the Imp'erial German navy was 
using 
submarines 


against the commerce of Great Britain and France, 
notwithstanding the 
respectful, 
but very 
earnest 


protest.of this government, the government

ties of friendship, but also by the explicit stipulations 
of thR treaty of 1S2S between the United States arid 
the kingdom of Prussia. 


Expressions of regret and offers "of reparation in 


case of the destruction of neutral ships sunk.by mis- 
take, while they, may satisfy international obligations, 
if no loss of life results, cannot justify or excuse a 
practice, the natural and necessary effect of which is 
to subject neutral nations and neutral persons to new 
and immeasurable risks. 


The Imperial German government will not expect 


the government of the United States to omit any 
word or any act necessary to the performance, of its 
sacred duty of maintaining the rights of the United 
States and Its citixens and of safeguarding their free 
exercise and enjoyance.

oa shipping, and her sending of the ship and cargo to the bottom on the 
ground of military necessity. 
Heretofore it lias always been lhe law of 


nations that a ship attacked by the enemy on the high seas must be 
searched, and its crev given a chance to escape, if extreme necessity 
should demand its being sunk. 
Without such extreme necessity, inter- 


national law has demanded that the ship he taken in hand by th'e enemy 
and conveyed into the nearest port controlled by the victor. 


At the present time it is apparently impossible for Germany to cap- 


ture most of the ships attacked by her submarines. 
That is her disad- 


vantage. 
According to international law, she might in certain cases be 


justified in sinking the ships but in no case without giving the crew and 
passengers an opportunity to escape. 
In some instances, Germany has 


complied with the requirements of the-law, but of late infractions have 
been very numerous. Apparently Germany has decided that its will was 
more important than international law, but it did not succeed in so con- 
Wincing the rest of tho world. 


In the sinking of the Lusitania, all the demands of international law 


were basely flouted. Even admitting that the ship carried contraband 
cargo, the passengers should have been warned directly before the fatal 
torpedo was released. 
Had the captain disregarded the warning and 


tried to escape, there would have been justification for the ultimate attack, 
but now there is absolutely none—from the standpoint of international! 
Jaw. In all probability the officials of the Cunard company would have 
seen the futility of striving to escape the submarine and would have 
abandoned the Lusitania to her fate, affording the passengers and crew 
an opportunity to escape.

THE PRESIDENT'S MESSAGE TO GERMANY 


Department of State, Washington. May 13, 1915. 


The Secrelary of State to the American Ambassador 
'at Berlin: 
- - 


Please call on the minister of foreign affairs and 


after reading to him this communication leave with 
him a copy. 


In view of the recent acts of the German authori- 


ties In violation of American rights on the high seas 
which culminated In the torpedoing and sinking of 
the British steamship Lusltania on May 7. 1915, by 
which over 100 American citizens lost their lives, It 
is clearly wise and desirable that the government of 
the United Slates and the Imperial German govern- 
ment should come to a clear and full understanding 
as to the grave situation which has resulted. 


LIST OP GRIEVANCES 


The sinking of the -British passenger steamer Fal- 


aba. hy a German submarine on March 2S, through 
which Leon C. Thresher, an American citizen, was 
drowned; 
the attack on April 28 on the American 


vessel Gushing by a German aeroplane; the torpedo- 
ing on May 1 of the American vessel Gulfllght by a 
German submarine, as a result of which two or more 
American citizens met their death, and. finally, thp 
torpedoing and sinking of the steamship Lusitania, 
constitute a scries of events which the government of 
the United Stales has1 observed with growing concern, 
distress and amazement. 


Recalling the humane 
and 
enlightened attitude 


hitherto assumed by the imperial German govern- 
ment in matters of international right, and particu- 
larly with regard to the freedom of the seas; having 
learned to recognize the German views and the Ger- 
man Influence in the field of international obligation 
as always engaged upon the side of Justice and hu- 
manity, and having understood the instructions of 
the Imperial German government to ifs naval com- 
manders to he upon the same plane of humane action 
prescribed by the naval codes of other nations, the 
government of the United States was loath to believe 
—it can not now bring itself to believe—that these 
acts, so absolutely contrary to the rules, Ihe practices, 
and the spirit of modern warfare, could 
have 
the 


countenance of sanction o£ that great government. 
It 


feels it to be its duty, therefore, to address the Im- 
perial German government concerning them with the 
utmost frankness and In the earnest hope that It is 
not mistaken in expecting action on the part of the 
Imperial German government which will correct the 
unfortunate Impressions which have been created and 
vindicate once more the position of that government 
with regard to the sacred freedom of .the seas. 


'.'STRICT 
ACCOUNTABILITY":' 


The government of the United States has been ap- 


prised that the Imperial-German government consid- 
ered themselves to he obliged-by the extraordinary 
circumstances of the present war and the measures 
adopted by their adversaries In seeking to cut off 
Germany from all commerce, to adopt methods of re- 
taliation which go much beyond the ordinary methods 
of warfare at sea, in the proclamation of a war zone 
from which they have warned neutral ships to keep 
away. This government has already taken occasion 
to inform the Imperial German government that it 
cannot admit the adoption of such measures or such 
a warning of danger to operate as In any degree an 
abbreviation of the rights of American ship masters 
or of American citizens bound on lawful errands as 
passengers on.merchant ships of belligerent nation-, 
allty; and that It must hold the Imperial German 
government to a strict accountability for any In- 
fringement ol those rights, intentional or Incidental. 
It does not understand the Imperial German govern- 
ment to question those rights. 
It assumes, on the 


contrary, that the imperial government accept, 33 of 
course, the rule that the lives of 
non-combatants, 


•whether they be of neutral citizenship or citizens of 
one of the nations at war, can not lawfully or right- 
fully be put in Jeopardy by the capture or destruction 
of an unarmed merchantman, and recognize also, as 
all other nations do, the obligation to take the usual 
precaution of visit and search to ascertain whether 
a suspected merchantman is in fact of belligerent 
nationality or Is in fact carrying contraband ot war 
under a neutral flag. 


SUBMARINE WARFARE IMPOSSIBLE 


The government of the United States, therefore, de- 


sires to call the attention of the Imperial German 
government with the utmost earnestness to the fact 
that the objection to their present method of attack 
against the trade of their enemies lies in the practical 
impossibility of employing submarines In the destruc- 
tion of commerce without disregarding those rules of 
fairness, reason, justice and humanity, which all 
modern opinion regards as Imperative. It is practi- 
cally Impossible for the officers of a submarine to 


visit a merchantman at sea and examine her papers 
and cargo. It Is practically Impossible for them to 
make a prize of her; and, If they cannot put a prize 
crew, on board of her they cannot sink her without 
leaving her crew and all on hoard of 
her to the 


mercy of the sea in her small boats. These facts. It 
is understood, the Imperial German government 
frankly admit. We are Informed 
that 
in the 
in- 


stances of which we have spoken time enough for 
even that poor measure of safely was not given, and 
in nt least two of the cases cited not so much as a 
warning was received. Manifestly submarines cannot 
be used against merchantmen as the last few weeks 
have shown, without an inevitable violation of many 
sacred principles of justice and humanity. 


AMERICAN'S WITHIN" RIGHTS 


American citizens act within 
their 
indfsputabie 


rights In taking their ships and In traveling wherever 
their legitimate business calls them upon the high 
seas, and exercise those rights In what should be the 
well-justified confidence that their lives will not be 
endangered by acts done in clear violation of univer- 
sally acknowledged International obligations, nnd cer- 
tainly in the confidence that'their own government 
will sustain them In the exercise of their rights. 


There was recently published In the newspapers 


of the. United States, I regret to inform the Imperial 
German government, a fprmal warning, purporting to 
come from the Imperial German embassy at Wash- 
ington' addressed to the 'people of the United States 
and stating, In effect, that any'citizen of the United 
States who exercised his right of free travel upon the 
seas would do so at his peril if his journey should 
take him within the zone of waters within which 
the Imperial German navy was 
using 
submarines 


against the commerce of Great Britain and France, 
notwithstanding the 
respectful, but 
very - earnest 


protest-' of this government, the government 
of 
the 


United States. I do not refer to this for the purpose 
of calling the attention of the Imperial German gov- 
ernment at^thls time, to the surprising Irregularity 
of a communication from the Imperial German em- 
bassy at Washington addressed to the people of the 
United States through the newspapers, 
but 
only 


for the purpose of pointing out that no warning that 
an unlawful and Inhumane act will be committed can 
possibly be accepted as an excuse or palliation for 
that act or as an abatement of the responsibility for 
Its commission. 


"ACTS OF 
LAWLKSSNTESS" 


Long acquainted as this government has been with 


the character of the Imperial German government 
and with the high principles of equity by which they 
have in the past been actuated and guided, the gov- 
ernment of the United States cannot believe that the 
commanders of the vessels which committed these 
acts o£ lawlessness did so. except, under a misappre- 
hension of the orders Issued by the Imperial German 
naval authorities. It takes It for granted that, at 
least within the practical possibilities of every such 
case, the commanders even1 of submarines were ex- 
pected to do nothing that would Involve the lives of 
non-combatants or the safety of neutral ships, even 
at the coat ot failing of their object of capture or de- 
struction. It confidently expects, therefore that the 
Imperial German government will disavow the acts 
6( which the government of the United States com- 
plains, that they will make reparation'as far as repa- 
ration Is possible, for injuries 
which are 
without 


measure, and that they .will take immediate steps to 
prevent the recurrence of anything so obviously sub- 
versive of the principles of warfare for which the 
Imperial German government have In the past so 
wisely and so firmly contended. 
ASKS COMPLIANCE UNDER PRUSSIAN THEATT 


The government and people of 'the United States 


look to the Imperial German government for Just, 
prompt and enlightened action In this vital matter 
with the greater confidence because the United States 
and Germany are bound together not only by special 
ties of friendship, but also by the explicit stipulations 
of ths treaty of 1828 between the United States and 
the kingdom -of Prussia. 


Expressions of regret arid offers of reparation In 
case of the destruction of neutral ships sunk by mis- 
take, while they may satisfy International obligations, 
if no loss of life results, cannot Justify or excuse a 
practice, the natural and necessary effect of which is 
to subject neutral nations and neutral persons to new 
and immeasurable risks. 


The Imperial German government will not expect 


the government of the United States to omit any 
word or any act necessary to the performance of Its 
sacred duty of maintaining the rights of the-United 
States and Its citizens and of safeguarding their free 
exercise and enjoyance.

Department of State, Washington. May 13, 1915. 


The Secrelary of State to the American Ambassador 
at Berlin: 


Please call on the minister of foreign affairs and 


after reading to him this communication leave with 
nlm a. copy. 
, 


In view of the recent acts of the German authori- 


ties in violation at American rights on the high seas 
which culminated In the torpedoing and sinking of 
(he British steamship I.usitania on May-7. 1915. by 
which over 100 American citizens lost their lives.' it 
is clearly wise'^nd desirable that the government of 
the United States and the Imperial German govern- 
ment should come to a clear and full understanding 
as to the grave situation which has resulted. 


LIST OP GRIEVANCES 


The sinking of the British passenger sleamer Fal- 


aba by a German submarine on March 28, through 
which r.con C. Thresher, an American citizen, was 
drowned; 
the attack on April 28 on the American 


vessel Gushing by a German aeroplane; the torpedo- 
Ing on May 1 of the American vessel (lulflight by a 
German submarine, as a result of which two or more 
Amqrican citizens met their dc-ath, and. finally, the 
torpedoing and sinking of the steamship Lusitanla, 
constitute a series of events which the government of 
the. United States has observed with growing concern, 
distress and amazement. 


Bccalling the humane 
and 
enlightened attitude 


hitherto assumed by the Imperial German govern- 
ment In matters of international right, and particu- 
larly with regard to the freedonl of the seas; having 
learned to recognize the German views and the Ger- 
man influence In the field of international obligation 
as always engaged upon the side of justice and hu- 
manity, and having understood the instructions of 
the Imperial German government to its naval com- 
manders to be upon the same plane of humane action 
prescribed by. the naval codes of other nations, the 
government of the United States was loath to believe 
—It can not now bring Itself to believe—that these 
acts, so'absolutely contrary to the rules, the practices, 
and the spirit of modem warfare, could 
have the 


countenance of sanction of that great government.' It 
feels it to be its duty, 'therefore, to address the Im- 
perial German government concerning them with the 
utmost frankness and In the earnest hope that It Is 
not, mistaken in expecting action on the part of the 
Imperial German government which will correct'th« 
unfortunate impressions which have been created and 
vindicate once more the position of that government 
with regard to the sacred freedom of the seas. 


"STRICT ACCOUNTABILITY" 


•'.The government of the United States has been ap- 
prised that the Imperial German government consid- 
ered themselves to bo ob.iged by the extraordinary 
circumstances of the present war and the measures 
adopted by their adversaries in seeking to cut oft 
Germany from all commerce, to adopt methods of re- 
taliation which go much beyond the ordinary methods 
of warfare at sea, in the proclamation of a war zone 
from which they have warned neutral ships: to keep 
away. This government has already taken occasion 
to Inform the Imperial German government that It 
cannot admit the adoption'of such measures or alien 
a warning of danger to operate as in any degree an 
abbreviation of the rights o£ American ship masters 
or of American citizens bound on lawful errands as 
passengers on merchant ships of belligerent nation- 
ality; and that it must hold the Imperial German 
government to a strict accountability for any In- 
fringement of those rights, intentional or Incidental. 
It does not understand the Imperial German govern- 
ment to question those rights. 
It assumes, on the 


contrary, that the imperial government accept, as of 
course, the rule that the lives of non-combatants, 
whether they be of neutral citizenship or citizens of 
one of the nations at war, can not lawfully or right- 
fully be put in jeopardy by the capture or destruction 
of an unarmed merchantman, and recognize also, as 
all other nations do, the obligation to take the usual 
precaution of visit and search to ascertain whether, 
a suspected merchantman Is In fact of belligerent 
nationality or is in' fact carrying contraband of war 
under a neutral flag. 


* 
SUBMARINE WARFARE IMPOSSIBLE 


The government of the United States, therefore, de- 


sires to 'call the attention of the Imperial German 
government with the utmost earnestness to the fact 
that the objection to their present method of attack 
against the trade of their enemies lies in the practical 
impossibility of employing submarines In the destruc- 
tion of commerce without disregarding those rules of 
..fairness, reason, justice and humanity, which all 
modern opinion regards as Imperative. It is practi- 
'cally Impossible for the officers of a submarine to 


visit a merchantman at sea and examine her papers 
and cargo. It is practically impossible for them to 
make a prize of her; and, 1C they cannot put a prize 
crew on board of her they cannot sink her without 
leaving her crew and 'all on board of 
her to the 


mercy of the sea In her small boats. These facts, it 
is understood, the Imperial German 
government 


frankly admit. We are Informed that 
In the in- 


stances of which we have spoken time enough for 
even that poor measure of safety was not given, and 
In at least two of the cases cited not so mnch'as a 
warning .was received. Manifestly submarines cannot 


• be used against merchantmen as the last few weeks 
have shown, without an inevitable violation of many 
sacred principles of justice and humanity. 


AMERICANS WITHIN' 
RIGHTS 


American citizens act within 
their 
Indlsputabia 


rights in taking their ships and In traveling wherever 
their legitimate business calls them upon the high 
seas, and exercise those rights in what should be the 
well-justified confidence that their lives will not be 
endangered by acts done In clear violation of univer- 
sally acknowledged international obligations, and cer- 
tainly in the confidence that their own government 
will sustain them in the exercise of their rights. 


There was recently published . in .the newspapers 


of th-i United States, I regret to Inform the Imperial 
German government, a formal warning, purporting to 
come from the Imperial German embassy at Wash- 
ington addressed to the people of the United States 
and stating, In effect, that any citizen of tha United 
States-who exercised his right of free travel upon the 
seas would do so at.his peril If his journey should 
take him within the zone of waters within 'which 
the Imperial German navy was using 
submarines 


against the commerce of Great Britain and France, 
notwithstanding the respectful, 
but very earnest 


protest of this government, the government of the 
United. States. I do not refer to this for the purpose 
of-calling the attention of the Imperial German gov- 
ernment at this time to the surprising irregularity 
of a communication from the Imperial German em- 
bassy, at Washington addressed to the people of the 
United States through the 
newspapers, 
but 
only 


for the purpose of pointing out that no warning that 
an urilawful'and inhumane act will be committed can 
possibly ,be accepted as an .excuse or palliation for 
that-act or as an abatement of the responsibility for 
its commission. 


"ACTS OP LAWLESSNESS" 


Long acquainted as this government has .been with 


the character of the Imperial German government 
and with the high principles of equity by which they 
have In the past been'.actuate'd and guided, the gov- 
ernment of. the United. States cannot believe that the 
commanders of the vessels which' committed these 
acts of lawlessness did so except under a misappre- 
hension of the orders issued by the Imperial German 
naval .authorities. It takes It for granted that, at 
least within the practical possibilities of every such 
case, the commanders even of submarines were ex- 
pected tordo nothing that would involve the lives of 
non-combataiits.or the safety of'neutral ships, even 
at the cost of falling of their object of capture or de- 
struction. It confidently expects, therefore that the 
Imperial Girmah government will disavow the acts 
of which the government of the United States com- 
plains, that.they will'make reparation as far as repa- 
ration Is possible, .for injuries 
which ara 
without 


measure, and that they will take'Immediate stepj) to 
prevent the recurrence of anything so obviously sub- 
versive of the principles of warfare for which the 
Imperial German government have In the- past so 
wisely and so firmly contended. 
ASKS COMPLIANCE UNDER PRUSSIAN TREATY 


The government and people of the United States 


look to the Imperial German government for Just, 
prompt and enlightened action In this vital matter 
with the greater confidence because the United States 
and Germany are bound together not only by special 
ties of friendship, hut also by. the explicit stipulations 
of the treaty of 1S2S between the United'States and 
the kingdom, of Prussia. 


. Expressions of regret and offers of reparation in 
case of .the destruction of neutral ships sunk by mis- 
take, while they may satisfy international obligations, 
if no loss of life results, cannot-Justify' or excuse a 
practice, the natural and necessary effect of which Is 
to subject neutral, nations and neutral persons to new 
and Immeasurable risks! - 
~ 


The Imperial German government will not expect 


the government of ' the United Stales to omit any 
word or any act necessary to the 'performance o' its 
sacred duty of maintaining the rights of the United 
States and Its citizens and of safeguarding their free 
exercise and enjoyance.

offer of Messrs. Conway and Rowell.

•eal estate owners persisted in main- 
.aining a prohibitive prfce for quite a 
time. 


While credit h?.s been claimed in 


many quarters for bringing the car, 
shops to Billerica. and there was cedU 
enough to go around.

ture most of the ships attacked by her submarines. 
That is her disad-

According to international law, slie might in certain cases be 


justified in sinking the ships but in no case without giving the crew and 
passengers an opportunity to escape. 
In some instances, Germany has 


complied with the requirements of the law. but of late infractions have 
been very numerous. 
Apparently Germany has decided that its will was

In'the sinking of the Lnsitania, all the demands of international law 


irere basely flouted. Even admitting that the ship carried contraband 
cargo, the passengers should have beer, warned directly before the fatal 
torpedo was released. 
Had the captain disregarded the warning and! 


.tried to escape, there would have been justification for the. ultimate nllack, 
but now there is absolutely none—from the standpoint of internntional 
law. 
In all probability the officials of the Cunard company would have 


seen the futility o£ striving to escape the submarine ami would have 
abandoned the Lusitania to her fate, affording the passengers and crew 
an opportunity to escape. 
Neutrals silling on passenger or merchant 


ships have always bad rights that were recognized by belligerents, and 
President Wilson's note merely emphasizes these rights. 


Generally speaking, international law in time of war, like all laws, 


merely follows the deeper demands of humanity. 
The sinking of the 


Lusitania was a barbarous acl, and even though it were justified on 
technical grounds, the world would condemn it. 
Still more bitter is the 


denunciation when the crime is against international law as well 
laws of humanity.

It is a matter lor general congratu-j 
Probably our most pressing- necesst- 


lation that Commissioner Morse is at 
last attending to street repairs In a 
systematic and consistent manner, not 
•waiting for a period oi reconstruction 
before attending to many minor re- 
pairs, lack of which now interfere so 
with the convenience of the general 
public. Other cities have 
long 
ago 


learned that to let such minor defects 
drag on is a ruinous and unsatisfac- 
tory plan, and a little experience will 
convince Lowell of the wisdom of tak- 
ing the stHch In time that will save a 
great deal of 
trouble 
and 
prevent 


heavy expenditure later on. 


It is also well that the attempt to 


remedy defects hns begtm In the cen- 
tral business' districts such as in the 
vicinity of Market and Central streets 
where traffic is unusually heavy.

THE PRESIDENT'S MESSAGE TO GERMANY 


Department of Slate, Washington, May 13, 1915. 


The- Secretary of State to the American Ambassador 


at Berlin:

Please call on the minister of foreign affairs and 


after reading to him this communication leave with 
him 'a copy. 


In view of the recent acts of the German author!-, 


ties In violation of American rights on the high seas 
which culminated In the torpedoing and finking of- 
the British steamship J.ustianla on May 7, 1015, by 
which over 100 American citizens lost their lives, It 
is clearly Wise and desirable that the government of 
the United States and the Imperial German govern- 
ment Ehould como to a clear and full understanding 
as to the grave situation which has resulted. 


LIST OF GRIEVANCES 


The sinking of the British passenger steamer Fal- 


aba by a German submarine on March 28, through 
which Leon C. Thresher, an American citizen, was 
drowned; 
the attack on April 28 on the American 


vessel dishing by a German aeroplane; the torpedo- 
Ing on May 1 of the American vessel Gulflfght by a 
German submarine, as a result of which two or more 
American citizens met their death, and. finally, the 
torpedoing and sinking of the steamship Lusitania. 
constitute a series of events which the government of 
the' United States has observed with growing concern, 
distress and amazement. 


Recalling the humane and 
enlightened 
attitude 


hitherto assumed by the Imperial German govern- 
ment in mailers of International right, and particu- 
larly with regard to the freedom of the seas; having 
learned to recognize the German views and the Ger- 
' man. Influence In the field of international obligation 


as .always engaged upon the side of Justice and hu- 
manity, and having understood the instructions of 
the Imperial German government to its naval com- 
manders to be upon the same plane of humane action 
prescribed by the naval codes of other nations, the 
government of the United States was loath to believe 
—ii can not now bring itself to.believe—that these 
acts, so absolutely contrary to the rules, the practices, 
and the spirit of modern warfare, could 
have 
the 


countenance of sanction of that great government. It 
feels it to be Its duty, therefore, to address the Im- 
perial German government concerning them with the 
utmost frankness and in the earnest hope that it is 
•not mlslaken In expecting action on the part of the 
Imperial German government which will correct the 
unfortunate impressions which have been created and 
'vindicate once more the position of that government 
with regard to the sacred freedom of the seas. 


"STRICT ACCOUNTABILITY" 


Tha government of the United States has been ap- 


prised that the Imperial German government consid- 
ered themselves to be obliged by the extraordinary 
circumstances of the present war and the measures 
adopted by their adversaries In .seeking to cut off 
Germany from all commerce, to adopt methods of re- 
taliation which go much beyond the ordinary methods 
of warfare at sea, in1 the proclamation of a war zone 
from which they have warned neutral ships to keep 
away. This government has already taken occasion 
to Inform the Imperial German government that it 
cannot admit the adoption of such measures or. such 
a warning, of danger to operate as in any degree an 
abbreviation of the rights of American ship masters 
or of American citizens bound on lawful errands as 
passengers on merchant ships of belligerent nation- 
ality; and that it must hold the Imperial German 
government to a strict accountability for any in- 
fringement of those rights, intentional or Incidental. 
It does not understand the Imperial German govern- 
ment to question those rights. 
It assumes, on the 


contrary, that the imperial government accept, as of 
course, the rule that the lives of 
non-combatants, 


whether they be o£ neutral citizenship or citizens of 
one of the nations at war, can not lawfully or right- 
fully be put in jeopardy by the capture or destruction 
of an unarmed merchantman, and recognize also, as 
all other nations do, the obligation to take- the usual 
precaution of-visit and-search to ascertain whether 
a suspected merchantman'is - in fact of belligerent 
nationality or is in fact carrying contraband of war 
under a neutral flag. 


SUBMARINE WARFARE IMPOSSIBLE 


The government of Ihe United States, therefore, de- 


sires to call the attention of the' Imperial German 
government with the utmost earnestness to.the^fact 
that.the objection to their present method of attack 
against the trade of their enemies lies in the:practical 
impossibility of employing sulrmarines in the destruc- 
tion of commerce without disregarding those rules" of 
fairness, reason, justice and humanity, which all 
modern opinion regards as Imperative. It is practi- 
cally impossible for the officers of a submarine to 


visit a merchantman at sea and examine her papers 
and cargo. It Is practically Impossible for them .to 
make a- prize of her; and, (f they ..cannot-put a prize 
crew on board of her they, cannot sink her without 
leaving-her crow and all on .board'of 
her to the 


mercy of the sea in her small boats'. These facts, it 
is 
understood, the Imperial German 
government 


frankly admit. We are Informed that in the in- 
stances .of which we have spoken time enough for 
even that poor measure of safety was not given, and 
In at least two of the cases cited not so much as a 
warning was received. Manifestly submarines cannot 
be used against merchantmen as the last few weeks 
have shown, without an inevitable violation of many 
sacred principles of justice and humanity. 


AMERICANS WITHIN 
RIGHTS 


American citizens act within 
their 
indisputable 


rights In taking their ships and in traveling wherever 
their legitimate business calls them upon the high 
seas, and exercise those rights In what should be the 
well-justified confidence that their lives will not be 
endangered by acts done in clear violation of univer- 
sally acknowledged international obligations, and cer- 
tainty in the confidence that their own government 
will sustain them In-the exercise of their rights. 


There was recently published in- the newspapers 


of the Untied States, I regret to inform the Imperial 
German government, a formal warning, pnrpprtlng to 
come from tho Imperial German embassy at Wash- 
ington addressed to tho people of the United States 
and stating, in effect; that any citizen of the United 
States who exercised his right of free travel-upon the 
seas would do so at his peril if his journey should 
take him within the zone of waters with'in which 
the imperial German n-ivy was 
using 
submarines 


against the commerce of Great Britain and France, 
notwithstanding the 
respectful, 
but 
very 
earnest 


protest of this government, the government of 
the 


Unltfil States. I do, not refer to this for the purpose 
of calling the attention .of the Imperial German gov- 
ernment at this timo to the surprising Irregularity 
of a communication from the Imperial German em- 
bassy at Washington addressed to the people of the 
United States through the*, newspapers, 
but 
only 


for the purpose of pointing but that no warning that 
an unlawful and Inhumane act will be co.nmlttcd can 
possibly be accepted.as an excuse or palliation for 
that-act or as an abatement of the responsibility for 
Us commission. 


"ACTS OF LAWLESSNESS". 


Long acquainted as.this government has been with 


the, 
character of the Imperial German government - 


ahd with the high principles of equity by which they 
have, in the past been actuated and guided, the gov- 
ernment of the United States cannot believe that the 
commanders of the vessels which -committed these 
acts of. lawlessness did so' except-under a misappre- 
hension of the orders issued by the Imperial German 
naval authorities. It takes it for granted that, at 
least within the practical possibilities of every such 
case, the commanders even of submarines were ex- 
pected to do. nothing that -would Involve tho lives of 
non-combatants or the safety of neutral ships, even 
a,t.thc cost of failing of their object of capture or de- 
struction.' It confidently expects, therefore that the 
Imperial German government will disavow the acts 
of which" the government of the''United States com- 
plains, that they will make reparation as far as repa- 
ration Is possible, for injuries which 
are 
without 


measure, and that they will take immediate steps to 
prevent the recurrence of anything so obviously sub- 
versive of the principles of warfare for which the 
Imperial German government have in the past so 
wisely and so firmly contended. 
ASKS COMPLLVNCB UNDER PRUSSIAN TREATY 


The government and people of the United States 


look to the Imperial German government for just, 
prompt and •' enlightened action In this-vital matter 
with the greater confidence because the United States 
and Germany are bound together not only by special 
ties of friendship, but also by the explicit stipulations 
of the treaty 6f 1S2S between tho United States and 
the kingdom 'of Prussia..'

case of-the destruction-of neutral ships sunk by mis- 
take, while they may satisfy international obligations, 
if .no loss of life results, cannot justify or excuse a 
practice, the natural and necessary effect of which is 
to subject neutral nations and neutral persons to new 
and immeasurable risks.
